Greenfield Court Begins the 
Famous Case this Morn ing. 


JURY SECURED AT 


The Man Accused of the Aiftl larder Is 


Cool and Collected, 
Scene] in the 


Court Room, 
The Men Chosen 


as Jurymen, 
Jury Goes 


to Shelburne Falls, 


At 9 o'clock this morning in Green- 


field began the trial of John O'Neil, Jr., 
charged with the murder of Mrs. Hattie 
E. McCloud. The crime for which O'Neil 
is now being tried was committed on the 
evening of January 8, 1897, probably be- 
tween 7 and S o'clock, about half a mile 
from the village of Sliolburne Falls in 
Bucklaud. 
As one goes east on tha 


Fitchburg road, just before the stop at the 
Shelburne Falls depot, the clump of trees 
that marks the scene of the murder is vis- 
ible about a quarter of a mile to tha right 
of the first road crossing of the Fitchburg 
tracks in that village. 


The murder was one of the foulest na- 


ture. Mrs. McCloud was strangled to death, 
outraged and what money she bad taken, 
and her body left in a clump of bushes 
near the lonely road, where it was discov- 
ered the next morning. Intense excite- 
ment followed. The Shelburne Falls peo- 
ple were shocked beyond telling by the 
horror of the deed committed and the 
foul murder of one of the most estimable 
of women. 


Within a few hours O'Neil was arrested, 


the chief suspicion against him being a 
sudden Hastiness of money on the even- 
ing of the murder when he had been with- 
out a cent in the afternoon, and his ina- 
bility to explain how he got his money or 
•where he was at the probable time of the 
murder. His general bad character also 
made it possible to bfllieve him guilty of 
the crime.

served for the lawyers in the case, which 
is being tried on the north side of the 
chamber, and which makes a very small 
room. The press has been assigned a po- 
sition in the space usually occupied by 
witnesses at the left of the desk of Court 
Crier William M. Smead. 


Preparations for the trial that began 


this morning have been very thorough. J 
The work of the prisoner's counsel,M essrs. 
Beer, Dowlin and Parkhurat of this city 
and the personal attention of Attorney- 
General Knowlton, ably assisted by Fred- 
erick L. Greene, are indications that John 
O'Neil will have a just and expeditious 
trial. It is known here that the defend- 
ants' lawyers have worked night and day 
for weeks, and scarcely a day has passed 
in the past month but what one or more 
of them have not been out of the city at 
work on the case. 


There was very little excitement at the 


opening of the trial this morning. The 
crowd at the court room was not large. 
The arrangements tor admission were 
very strict and so there was little expec- 
tation of admission and the crowd kept 
away. Court opened with the usual for- 
mality, the bell ringing while a few be- 
lated newspaper men and others desirous 
of admission were struggling with the 
courteous deputy at the side door.

Opening of Court. 


The interior of the court room was 


without any feature or incident except- 
ing the accused in the dock, the eminent 
judges, officers and counsel who will take 
prominent part in the trial. The acoustic 
properties of the court room are not very 
good or else the counsel and court officers 
were a little timid at the beginning. Few 
words could be distinctly heard 30 feet 
away. The report of the officers after the 
roll of jurymen was called was inaudible 
and a statement of Lawyer Beer of North 
Adams concerning the exemption of two 
jurors could only be guessed at by others 
than the court to whom it was addressed. 


The space within the rail was exclus- 


ively for the bar, but noticeable among 
those who were fortunate to gain seats 
there was Miss Germain of North Adams, 
stenographer for Beer & Dowlin of the 
defense. The relatives of the murdered 
woman and the ac«used man were pro- 
vided with seats among the spectators. 
It was evidently far from a pleasant duty 
to them to be present as the expression of 
their faces showed. 


Justice Mason "aid the court desired to 


call the attention of persons summoned 
as jurors to the questions that would be 
put. The first, relative to kin, needs no 
explanation. 
The others, relating to 


opinion,refer to more than rumor or news- 
paper stories and to candid opinion that 
might prevent fair judgment,!! earing fairly 
and weighing impartially the evidence. 
You are not to interpret vague opinions to 
be these. The opinion relative to pun- 
ishment by death is not to be construed 
as unfitting a man to serve as jurors. If a 
man does not believe in the death penalty 
that does not unfit him to determine the 
the guilt or innoceuce of the accused, nor 
does the opposite press a man to find a 
verdict of guilty. The law considers 'the 
infirmities of the human mind and leaves 
the matter to the conscience of the jurors. 


Attorney General Knowlton spoke to 


have the Commonwealth not misunder- 
stood regarding the exclusion of jurors 
from Shelburne Falls. 


Mr. Beer spoke of the contiguity of the 


people of Shelburne Fails and Buckland 
and the social relation* and busauke of 


that he thought there would be more or 
less prejudice. 


Mr. Knowlton agreed with all that Mr. 


Beer said, but the matter would bt» deter- 
mined by the court, 


Justice Mason oaid the case of these jur- 


ors would be considered separately and 
would sea to lh« matter when their resi- 
dence fciioutd be named. 


OrNcil Had to Take Fart,

O'Nfll. The law rn^uired O'Neil to chal- 
lenge iu person and he was told what to 
do by Mr. Dowlin. Special attention was 
given to age iu challenging jurors and to 
the residence of juror. The defense was 
specially interested relative to residence 
in Shelburne Falls and Buckland. 


O'Neil took the duty of challenging in 


a very business-like way, jumping up to 
say "I challenge" or "I do not challenge" 
without the least hesitation or timidity. 
He was dressed in the black that has been 
so minutely described and gold link but- 
tons were noticed in his cuiib. He was 
bright, healthy and intelligent looking 
and seemed to be in the dock by mistake, 
as few would take him to be a great crim- 
inal. He has a clear and steady eye and 
unflinching gaze. 


The clerk to the prisoner standing: 


"John O'Neil you are now at the bar «nd 
these men are to pass upon your trial. 
You have a right to challenge 22 peremp- 
torily and as many as you bLie just cause 
to challenge." The jurors were then cal- 
led forward and sworn as follows:

The indictment of O'Neil was then read. 


It charged the accused with strangling 
and choking Mrs. Hattie E. McCloud, be- 
cause of which she died. 
The ease was 


at this moment opened. 


Court Adjourns. 


E. J, Pratt nnd E, Basking, deputies, 


were chosen keepers of the jury and were 
sworn. The court then at 1 o'clock ad- 
journed to 2.30. 


Jury Coc» to Shelbnrne Falls. 


At 2.30 was a short opening of the case 


again to give the jury an understanding 
of the scene and the jury left on the 3.40 
train for Shelburne Falls to view the 
scene of the murder. 


O'Neil was taken to dinner at the jail, 


and the crowd saw him depart handcuffed 
to his keeper. His sisters kissed him as 
he left the court room. 


How O'Neil Appeared. 


O'Neil came into court a few moments 


past 9 o'clock in charge of Jailer Riohard- 
son and deputies. He was cool and col- 
lected and showed no signs of nervousness 
a he was (riven bis position in the dock. 


He looks clean and very much better than 
he did six months ago as "Yank" O'Neil, 
the drunken louttiah Shelburne Falls 
tough. 
Jail life has imp.o.crt him 


greatly. 
He seemed quite proud of his 


appearance this morning, and his white 
cuffs and collar evidently pleased him. 


JOHN O'KEIL, JR., 
Accused of the murder.

Left Boston at 9 O'clock 


This Morning for 


Greenland. 


Boston, July 19.—The steam sealing 


bark Hope with Lieutenant R. E. Peary 
and party of 43 on board, bound for north- 
ern Greenland left this port at 9 o'clock 
today, fully equipped for the voyage. 


The work of provisioning the vessel 


was begun as soon as she arrived in port 
last Thursday, and with the intermission 
of Sunday, when religious scruples of the 
Canadian seamen who were employed 
were respected and operations ceased, 
continued until shortly before the vessel 
sailed when the necessary equipment; was 
completed. 


The object of the voyage is to bring 


about an establishment of a settlement at 
tha most northern point of Greenland 
which will be used as a base of supplies 
for an expedition in search of the north 
pole. 


Lieutenant Peary will make a north 


pole voyage in 1SSS. To this end a party 
of Esquimaux will be located at the new 
settlement and will during next year be 
engaged in making preparations for Lieu- 
tenant Peary's expedition.

RUSSIA'S VOICE. 


Berlin, July 19.—The long looked-for 


crisis in tbe Turkish situation has ar- 
rived, and Russia has sent her ultimatum 
to Constantinople. 


According to a special dispatch received 


here, Czar Nicholas has telegraphed the 
Sultan demanding the immediate evacua- 
tion of Thessaly and threatening other- 
wise that Russian troops will cross the 
frontier at once. 


It is said here semi-officially today that 


all the Powers except Great Britain have 
consented to this course. 


Oonstaninople, July 19.—What Turkey 


proposed to the Powers is now known. 
The terms of the Turkish government as 
submitted to the Powers' ambassadors by 
Tewflk Pasha on Saturday not only pro- 
posed a change of frontier but fixed the 
amount of indemnity for Turkey at 4,500, 
000 pounds and renewed the demand for 
the abolition of the capitulations -granted 
the Greek subject of the Ottoman empire. 


This is regarded as clear proof, that the 


ambassadors of tbe Powers will be unable 
to effect anything by mere diplomatic ne- 
gotiations, and accounts tor Russia's de- 
ter, mined action today. 


Mr. Dingley Reports It. 


Washington, July 19.—Mr. Diagley pre- 


sented the conference report on the tariff 
bill to the House this morning. A vote on 
the bill will probably be reached tonight, 
and not later than tomorrow night in any 
event.

There began at Greenfield this morning 


• murder trial that now seems likely to 
prove one of the great criminal trials in 
the annala of Massachusetts' courts. John 
O'Neil stands accused of as horrible a 
crime as the foulness a'od depravity of 
any human nature is caepable of. 
The 


murder of Mrs. McClonii, a defenceless 
woman in a lone-spot after dark, and the 
acts of robbery Mid lust committed at the 
same time, combine in as horrible a 
crime as can be imagined. The man who 
committed that crime stands guilty of 
three offenses, all punishable in certain 
statei of the Union, by death. 


Thr case is one that has in it every 


element of criminal interest. The proof 
against O'Neil now seems to be such as 
can only be brougibt out by the most 
dsxtt rous work of .criminal lawyers. If 
he is to be eonvictedlit will be by a chain 
of subtly woven circumstantial evidence. 
No eye saw the deed done. So far as 
known, thore is no evidence that traces 
the actions of the murdered woman or the 
accused man close up to even the supposed 
time of murder. Here and iher,e a suspi- 
cious circumstance against O'Seil, a very 
bad character, and his own betraying 
niout h. That, so far as the public now 
knows, is the case against O'Neil. That 
public, which is all of Western Massa- 
chusetts, waits to see if a case of con- 
demning strength can be made out of all 
the scatter jd bits of evidence. 


The case will be fought inch by inch, 


point by point, by able lawyers. 
The 


commonwealth is represented by a trio of 
able criminal prosecutors, while the three 
law.\ ors from this city who defend O'Neil 
have experience, untiring attention to de- 
tail and argumentative ability of the first 
order. The case will be one of great inter- 
est, not only from a legal and criminal 
standpoint, but because the perpetrator of 
the horrible crime committed at Shel- 
burno Falls should be discovered and con- 
victed that life and personal safety may 
b« made more secure.

All Western Massachmietts knows that 


Sort a Adams is on the tmap of the com- 
monwealth, and there is a prevailing idea 
that this city is hnstliniyand not possessed 
of too much modesty. In fact, this city 
gets many a doubtful' compliment as to 
its ability to get there and arrive with its 
full share, whether that share be business 
or politics. 


An editorial comment in the Greenfield 


Gazette and Courier shows the prevailing 
sentiment as to North Adams' ability to 
pull up and carry away almost everything 
that is not nailed down.

seems to be synonomous with business 
Berkshire), will make off with the Frank- 
lin hills and join them to "The Berk- 
shires." The Greenfield paper says: 


A Western Franklin person writes the 
Gazette asking why that portion of the 
woi Id is sometimes spoken of as "The 
Berkshires." It would not bo difficult to 
believe that a concerted effort was being 
made by the unfortunate people living 
beyond the 
Hoosac range to reach 
through the tunnel, which has brought 
them about all the blessings they have, 
and appropriate the beauties ol the Deer- 
field valley to themselves. If the offence 
of classifying any part of Franklin as the 
Berkshires is actually committed it should 
be severely reproved. 
Let Berkshire 
struggle along with such charms as may 
be allotted her, and leave the picturesque 
region alone the Deerfield to be just what 
itTs,—the Franklin hills. Keep an eye 
out for North Adams, is a rule whose 
utility is not confined to the field of 
po'itics.

COBiTIM'ES TO IMPROVE. 


Another week's close on Saturday 


brought good news of the business situa- 
tion throughout the country. All busi- 
ness authorities agree in declaring that 
business if slowly but sitrely picking up. 
The end of the tariff struggle in congress 
is at hand and the fact is aididg materially 


Dun's financial review on Saturday sai* 


that with the exception of the great coal 
miners' slr'ke, which may terminate at 
any time, there is scarcely a feature of 
the business outlook, which is not en- 
couraging, the season considered. Crop 
prospects have been improved by needed 
rains in Home regions, and foreign ad- 
vices continue to promise a large demand. 
In many home industries, particularly in 
building, there is more activity than in 
any year since 1892, and the week has 
brought a better demand in boots and 
shoes and in woolens, while the move- 
ment of freight, mainly iron ore, through 
the Sault Ste. Marie Canal is the largest in 
its history. With many markets un- 
clouded, there is nothing in sight to hin- 
der rapid improvement when uncertainty 
about legislation has been removed, for 
the miners' strike could not last long if 
business and industries should become ac- 
tive. 


The boot and shoe business is gaining, 


and is now shipping more than in either 
of five previous years, because a long de- 
lay of buying made shipments in May and 
June smaller than in either of those years. 
Though it is between seasons, and sales- 
men are si artina out to solicit orders for 
the next, purchases for speedy delivery 
have much increased, especially in wo- 
men's grain and buff and men's grain 
sbors, brogans and heavy shoes, prices 
being now paid which were recently re- 
fused. Many shops have closed, and many 
others art just finishing orders, bat a good 
many yet have orders for some weeks. 


Failures, in the first eight days of July 


were only SI. 557,401 against f4,417,956 in 
nine days last year, with manufacturing 
¥735.586 against 12,176,333 last year, and 
trading ifSH.Slo against §1,979,654 last year. 
Failures for the week have been 263 in the 
United States against 269 last year, and 27 
in Canada against 35 last year.

Satin is his fancy material, 
nnd as fnr as possible he sticks to satiii, 
richly trimmed in winter with the finest 
sable. He hns entin robes In all the bright 
colors of the rainbow, and when he takes 
a walk in (.he vast grounds of his grand 
pnlnce nt Peking it is asserted thnt tha 
populace knows of the circumstance by the 
reflection in the sky. His diamonds are 
sufficient in number and size to make even 
Otero turn green with envy, and for each 
gown—he never wears the same one twice 
In the came season—Ho has a special set of 
jpweln to match. 


Dtit it is not his diamonds, »or yet liifl 


rubies, nor even his emerivlds, that are his 
chief glory. .lade is of all precious stones 
the one which Is most highly prized in 
China, and his collection of jade is the 
most expensive nnd valuable in the em- 
pire. Hs has one necklace of the rarest 
nnd most beautiful green jade, which is 
valued at over t50,000, and he never wears 
this except with » special costume which 
exactly matches it in color. He has never 
done any soldiering and does not possess 
the yellow jacket, but ho wears the rod 
button of the frrst rank, with a peacock's 
feather. However, to Chinese eyes these 
marks of dignity nre nothing compared to 
the girdle of carved jade that encircles 
his capacious wol«t, the historic cnrvod 
jade flower that gleams from the front of 
his cap and the wonderful jade ring 
which on occasioDs of ceremony he wears 
upon his thumb.—San Francisco Argo- 
naut. 


Cretan Christians! 


In the hospilul of Candln, where a num- 


ber of tho wounded refugees are under 
treatment, I saw for myself how these 
Christians behave to helpless women and 
children svhcn they get tho upper hand. 
One beautiful girl of 20 was thero witli 
three hideous knife wounds, two in her 
head and one in her nlde; another woman 
had her cars cut off, nnd a little boy of 5 
had been so shimefully mutilated that he 
diod. 
Wlion I afterward accused the in 


surgcnts of these atrocities, they replied 
that it was the Molin rmnedaue who had 
wounded their own wives and children in 
order to mnke the powerq believe thnt this 
was the work of tho insurgents! One won- 
ders if they seriously expected this tale to 
be believed. Many of the accounts given 
me by the weeping women, some of them 
the solo survivors of on entire family, 
were heartrending. 


The president of the penal court at Can- 


dla informed me that he had himself lost 
34 relatives In tho innsenores of Sitin and 
Daphne. Thanks to tlio exertions of one 
or two officers, the lives of the gallant de- 
fenders of Malaxa were spared, but the 
prisoners had to ba continually guarded 
by Italians and Greeks to keep the Cretans 
from shooting them down In cold blood. 
My bestowal of a few cigarettes and 
oranges on some Turkish prisoners afi 
Kontoponlo wag employed by tho Chris- 
tians as oneod their pretexts for openly In- 
sultiug me and detain ing mo as a prisoner. 
They afterward fired two bullets at my 
head on tho absurd ground that I was at- 
tempting to oscayjo because tho Greek sol- 
dier who 'guarded ino insisted that I should 
accompany him about 50 yards from the 
village as a measure- of precaution against 
the Bhells which were falling about us. In 
short, tho less eaid about Christianity as <v 
political factor in thi- Cretan question the 
better.—Nineteenth Coutury.

It lias its 
preambles and recitals and its obligation, 
all of which are quaintly set out in stilted 
phrases on a scries of pieces of sheepskin, 
each 15 inches wide, fastened together by 
looso stitches, until the whole attains the 
length of nearly 100 lineal feet.

TELEPHONE WORK 


Wires to be Placed Under 


Ground in Several of 


the Streets. 


THE WORK BEGUN THIS MORNING 


Opening the Ditches for the Conduits. 


The City to Have One Con- 


duit for Ifs Wires. 


Men Anxious 


for Work. 


The New England Telephone company 


which is to bury its wires in several 
streets in this city, aa heretofore an- 
nounced, began operations this morning, 
when about 50 men were set to work at 
the head of Church street. They are in 
charge of T. C. Plummer cf Boston, who 
had charge of the ditching when the 
wires were placed under ground in some 
of the streets a few years ago. It will be 
remembered that the filling of the ditches 
were done so well that the streets were 
not injured at all, and the work now in 
progress will be done in the same thor- 
ough manner. The n umber of men em 
ployed will soon be increased to 160 or 200. 


The engineer in charge is Mr. Mathews 


of Boston and John Caulan of Boston is 
the timekeeper. The gang now at work 
will put in the ditches and conduits, and 
the cable men will come on as soon as 
.here is a chance for them to operate. 
The greatest precautions are taken for 


safety. The ditch is not only thoroughly 
lighted by lanterns at night, but a watch- 
man is also employed. 


One conduit will be laid in every street 


through which the company goes for the 
use of the city. This is put in by the tele- 
phone company free of cost to the city 
and will be used for the fire alarm and 
police telegraph wires. This conduit/will 
je laid in the company's ditch and will be 
arge enough to accommodate 300 wires. 
Everybody wiil be glad of this because it 
will free the streets of a few wires besides 
those of the telegraph company.

NEW SYSTEM, 


Telephone Service to Be Sold by Meas- 


urement in This City. 


Manager Stedman of the Telephone ex- 


change announces that a new system of 
ranting telephones is to be introduced 
into this city. Instead of having a fixed 
price, as in the past, what is known as the 
measure system will be introduced. Un- 
der this system anyone can have a long- 
distance telephone placed in his house or 
office, and the rental will be only $25 a 
year when the number of calls does not 
exceed 400.
